Sir Wilfrid Laurier Makes But a 
Brief Speech on First Read. 
ing of Naval Bill 


LARGE ATTENDANCE TO 
HEAR NAVAL POLICY 


Premier's Followers Applaud His 
Presentation of Policy 
of Government 


Ottawa, Dec, 5.—In the presence of 
the Duchess of Connaught and the 


Princess Patricia, who occupied seats 
on the floor of the house, and prob- 
ably the largest crowd that ever taxed 
the galleries, Premier Borden, 
promptly at 3:10 this afternoon, rose 
to introdwee his naval bill. The lead- 
ing feature of the bill is the proposal 
to ask pariiament to vote thirty-five 
million doilars to his majesty for the 
Sullding of three of the most power- 
ful dreadnoughts aflowt, these to be 
a part of the British navy, and to 
be used for the common defence of 
the @mpire, 

Other essential features of the 
premier’s announcement were that he 
had received assirancea that if at 
any time Canada decides to establish 
a navy of her own, or a unit of the 
British navy, the ships ehall be re- 
called; that arrangements’ will be 
made to give Canadians the oppor- 
tunity to serve as officers and men 
in the dreadnoughts which Canada is 
giving; that the ships will be bulk 
under the supervision of the admiral- 
ty in the United Kingdom for the rea- 
son that at present there are no ade- 
quate facilities for constructing them 
in Canada 

In connection with the latter an- 
nouncement, Premier Borden tnform- 
er the house that the aditional cost 
of constructing the three dread- 
noughts in Canada would be in the 
vicinity of $12,000,000, 

Outline of Development. 

The preliminary portion of the 
premier's speech wag devoted to an 
outiine of the development of Great 
Britain and the overseas dominions. 
This led to ad’ consideration of the 
necessity for co-operation In matters 
of wade and defence. 

The premier quoted in full the 
memorandum of the admiralty deal- 
ing with existing International condi- 
iions and which was prepared at the 
request of the Canatian government, 
The most stMking feature of the 
memormndum was that thq British 
government hed informed Canada 
that it had no hesitation in mying 
that after a prolonged coneideration 
of all the olrcumetnces M was de 
siralle that such aid as Cunada might 
give should tmeclude the provision of 
a certain number of the largest and 
stronsest ships of war which science 
could build or money supply. 

When Mr. Borden rose to make his 
histork announcement he was re- 
cel ed with cheering and much 
ponuding of the desks by his followers 
Throughout the deliverance of his 
speech, which lasted from 8:10 un- 
tht 4:25, he adhered closely to his 
manuscript. The premier was in good 
form and hig woice carried tw the 
farthest rner of the chamber with 
nh essential announcement 
was the signe! for vigorous apiaeuse 
and when the conclusion was reached 
the demonstration amounted to an 
ovation, 

Some one to the back of the cham- 
ber started to ging, “Rule Britannia,” 
while J. A. M. Atkens and his desk 
mate, J. Rainville, the member for 
Chambly, who this session moved the 
address in reply to the speech from 
the throne, struck up “God Save the 
King.”

Sir Wilfrid Replies. 

A moment later, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
rose and was greeted with Liberal 
heers, He spoke only for a short 
time, and his observations were gen- 
erul in their character, He com- 
mended the preanier for the temper- 
ate manner in which he had spoken, 
He said he was glad to find that there 
was no reul danger to the empire at 
the present time, but rather that an- 
other condttions of affairs had been 
created, not only for the empire, but 
for all Buropean countries, due to 
the increase of armament 
He assured the prime minister that 
iiever might be the devotion to 
the emptre of those who gat to the 
rig of the apeaker, the Liberals were 
not lew devoted.

ing for the entrance of the Canadian Pacific Railway has necessitated the postponement of paving operations for the present, and nothing in the way of Street Improvement. 
can be expected there until the Summer of 1913. On the South side of the river, too, several streets were included in the Contracts for BITULITHIC on which the City had 


also arranged for the construction of sewers. These sewe.3 were not completed this season and as a consequence it was impossible to undertake any paving operations there. 


This area was not included in the award of the orig- 
inal contract, but it was undertaken at the special request of the civic authorities. They desired to open up an alternative thoroughfare during the interruption to traffic on Jas-

Department of Education is Vigorous- 
iy Pushing Canse of Education 
Among Foreign Settled Districte—
